REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To THE SUPERINTENDING ScHOOL COMMITTEE oF NEw LON- 
DON : 


I hereby submit my third annual report for your con- 
sideration. The year has been a very hard one for all 
in any way connected with school work. The heavy 
storms and extreme cold weather with the scarcity of 
fuel made last winter a difficult one to keep the attend- 
ance up and the pupils comfortable and efficient. It was 
only by the hearty cooperation of all concerned that this 
was possible. This fall term was broken into badly by 
the influenza and other diseases. Not only have our pu- 
pils been obliged to stay out of school but our teachers 
have also lost more or less time. The primary room has 
had to have three different regular teachers besides now 
and then a substitute. All these things tend to lower 
the efficiency of a school. But in spite of all our misfor- 
tunes we believe the year has been successful and that 
our classes are practically up to grade. Teachers and 
pupils have worked hard and faithfully. 

The facts mentioned above will make it harder for those 
who are naturally a little slow to keep up with their 
classes and, doubtless, more than the usual number will 
not be able to make their grade this spring. Two broken 
years in succession must inevitably bring about such a 
result. The work is carefully laid out to be done in 
thirty-six weeks each year and if a pupil is absent a part 
of this time it makes it just that much harder for him. 
Each pupil must do the same amount, or rather the re- 
quired amount of work. Often the quicker pupil does 
much more than the required amount of work. 
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The parents of the slower pupils are not the ones who 
should complain because their child takes more than the 
regular time to do the required amount of work; it should 
be the parents of the quicker child who is made to keep 
pace with the slower. Each child should be allowed to 
do the work as quickly as he is able and be promoted 
as soon as he is qualified to do the work in the next grade. 
Being out of grade is discouraging to either the quick or 
the slow. 

The doing away with the school at Low Plain was a 
step in advance. The pupils are taking much more in- 
terest in their school work and cannot help but be better 
prepared for more advanced school work or to go out into 
hfe’s work, than they could possibly be by remaining in 
so small a school. This is'no reflection upon their former 
teacher, Miss Morgan, who was a faithful and efficient 
teacher. The pupils coming from Low Plain stand well 
in their various classes at the Hill school. 

On account of the seareity of teachers, the advance 
in salaries and the small number of pupils at the Elkins 
school, I would recommend that this school also be con- 
veyed to the Hill school until conditions are more normal. 
Trained, efficient and experienced teachers are very scarce 
and salaries are still advancing. It will be two or three 
years at least before normal conditions will return and. 
salaries will never be as low again. The last communica- 
tion that I had with the State Department about teachers 
it reported that there was not.an unemployed, available 
teacher in the state. Miss Stearns, the teacher in this 
school, is doing good work for a young teacher without 
training or experience. She is a natural teacher and will 
eventually develop into a strong, efficient teacher. She is 
conscientious, hard working and willing to take advice. 
She is doing all that we expected of her and we feel that 
We were fortunate to obtain her. 
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During the year several new maps and two or three 
sets of reference books have been added to our equip- 
ment. These were very much needed and have added 
much to the efficieney of our equipment. We still need 
more reference books. The sets that we would recom- 
mend are ‘‘The World Book’’ and ‘‘The Book of Knowl- 
edge.’’ Both are admirable sets for grammar school 
work. Although they are reference books they are so 
written that they are interesting to children as well as 
instructive. 

Teachers and pupils have united to keep as low as pos- 
sible the expense of paper, supplies and books. During 
the last three years and especially the last year, white 
papers, including composition books, note books, spelling 
blanks and drawing paper, have advanced 250 per cent. 
and 300 per cent. Inks, pens, blackboard erasers and 
erayons have advanced 100 per cent. Lead pencils and 
pen holders have advanced 50 per cent. In spite of this 
great advance in cost of supplies we have been able to 
keep the total cost about normal. This has been due 
largely to teachers and pupils who have used paper up 
very closely. Books have advanced 25 per cent. to 50 
per cent. but here again we have kept the cost about nor- 
mal without sacrificing the quality of the books. Our 
books are being carefully covered and looked after by 
the teachers. The maps purchased this year will last for 
several years, and they have filled a long-felt want. 

New London, hike many other towns, had almost an 
entirely new force of teachers, Miss Pilsbury being the 
only teacher that was with us last year. Miss Fairbanks 
is doing fine work as principal of the building and teacher 
of the upper grades. She came to us directly from Keene 
Normal school, well trained and with some experience. 
We were fortunate to obtain her and would not have 
done so had we not been at Keene early in the spring. | 
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The lower grades have been unfortunate in having to 
have so many different teachers. Miss Miller was doing 
good work when she was obliged to leave us on account 
of sickness. Miss Smith was also doing good work when 
she left us to return to her studies at Keene Normal. 
Mrs. Perkins, our present teacher, has not been long 
enough with us to judge of her work but from what we 
have seen we expect her to do good work. Of course no 
school will do as good work with so many changes in 
teachers but we hope to keep the children up to grade. _ 

Miss Pilsbury is doing the best this year we have ever 
seen her do and her room is making rapid advancement 
although it, too, has been broken up with sickness. 

A part of the present seventh grade will be able to do 
all the required work in the three grades in two years. 
Others will have to take the full three years as they are 
younger and less matured. It would be doing both 
classes of students an injustice to try to make them do 
the same amount of work in the same time. We plan 
to promote any time we find anyone capable of doing the 
work of the next grade. 

I have found it a great pleasure to serve you and your 
town. In closing I want to thank all, pupils, parents, 
teachers and you for your sympathy and cooperation.
